TRICHLORFON DUSTING POWDERS 

0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard w«ls adopted by the Indian Standards ImliUition 
on 28 January 1976, after tiic draft finalizrd by the Pest Contrul SociionaJ 
Committee had been approved by the Agricultural and Food Products 
Division Council and the Chemical Division Council. 

0.2 Trichlorfon dusting powder formulations containing varying prrci;niaj;cs 
of I richhirronj technical, arc used lai'gely for i:<introlIiug ugriciilLui.il pr-sts, 
household pests, and for I he contrul Df ectoparasites of domestic aninidh. 

0<3 Trichlorfon dusting powder formulations arc generally manufactured 
to contain 5 percent ( m-m ) of trichlorfon. 

0.4 In the preparation of this standard due consideration lia^ hern given 
to ilie provijiions of the Imccticidcs Act, l'J68 and Rules JViitnrd thereunder. 
l{owc\'er, tliis standard is subject to the restriLtions imposed under these, 
irhcrrvcr applicable. 

0.5 For the purpose of deciding whethrr a particular rcciiiircment of tin's 
slandai'd is complied witli, the final value, observed or calculated, cxpros'i- 
ing the result of a test or analy^iis, shall be rounded off in accordance v.ith 
IS : 2-19G0*. The number of significant places retained in the rounded ofl* 
value should be the same as that of the specified \aluc in this standard. 



1. SCOPE 

1.1 lliis standard prescribes the requirements and the methods of sampling 
and test for trichlorfon dusting po^raer formulations. 

2. REQUIREMENTS 

2<1 Description — The material shall be in the form of po\\-dcr. It shall 
be fruo-flowing and devoid of lumps. The trichlorfon. technical, i:sed in 
its manufacture shall be properly extended in a suitable filler, sui'h as t:ilc ot- 
pyrophyllite. The material when dusted from a hand rotary duster shall 
issue freely witliout clogging or bridging.

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2.1.1 Trichlnrfon, tcrhnical, employed in the manufacture of this 
material shall conform to IS : 7945-1976". 

2.2 Tlir: material shall also comply with the requirements given in Tabic 1.

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2.2.1.1 The actual value of the trichlorfon content shall be calcu- 
lated to t;vD decimal places and then rounded off to one decimal place 
before applying the tolerances as stipulated in 2.2>1. 

3. PACKING AND MARKING 

3.1 Paddag — The material shall be packed in clean, dry containers 
made 
outer 

cm and bonded with 100 g/i 
bags lined with kraft paper of substance 60 g/m-; or in high density 
polyethylene craven sacks. 

3.1 .1 When packed in any of the types of bags, the)" shall be provided 
wiih an internal polyethylene liner (of not less than 230 gauge), and in 
the form of a tubular sheath, br)tlom sealed. The length and breadth of 
the loose liner shall be 10 percent and 5 percent more respectively dian 
tliat of the outer bag. 

3.2 MarkiDB — The containers shall be securely closed and shall bear 
lei^ibly and indelibly the following information in addition to the informa- 
tion as is necessary under tlie Insecticides Act, and Rules: 

a) Name of the material; 

b) Name of the manufacturer; 

c) Dal c of m anuiacture ; 

d) Batcli number; 

e) Trichlorfon content; 

f } Xct mass of contents; and 

g) The minimum cautionary notice worded as under: 

* KEEP WELL AWAY FROM FOODSTUFFS, EMPTY FOOD- 
STUFF CONTAINERS, AND ANIMAL FEED. ' 

3.2-1 When packed in bags ( sec 3.1 ), the pictorial marking for 'USH 
NO HOOKS. DO NOT PUNCTURE.' as specified Jn IS: 1260 
( Part 11 yVJn* shall be stencilled on the l>ags. 

3.2.2 The containers may also be marked with the ISI Certification 
Mark.
